THE NEW JURY LAW AND THE JUDGES. 

The only objection against the adoption of 
the Jury Commission law now is based on 
the assumption that the Judges of record of 
Cook County are a set of unconscionable 
knaves and fools, who would take advantage 
of an ambiguous clause to saddle an uncalled- 
for and wholly unnecessary expense on the 
taxpayers who have elected them. All the 
other quibbling objections have been dropped. 
The opponents of the law take their stand 

wholly on the total-depravity-of-the-J udges 
expense argument. 

They admit that the present law.is a bad 
and vicious one. They admit that it has been 
taken advantage of by corporation agents, 
jury-fixers, and corruptionists to cheat 
humble suitors and the public. They admit 
that it affords great facilities for moneyed 
criminals to escape justice and for unscru- 
pulous lawyers to keep rascals out of the pen- 
jtentiary and murderers from the gallows. 
They admit that under its operation for four- 
teen years thieving County Commissioners 
were able to prevent an impartial investiga- 
tion not only of their own corrupt 
transactions but of the corrupt 
transactions of a boodle Common Coun- 
cil, of numerous boodle boards of trustees, 
aud of scores of boodle school boards in the 
country districts who have systematically 
plundered the people. They admit that 
the million dollars of existing floating county 
debt représents the blackmailing and bood- 
ling. practaced by the County Commissioners 
during the last four vears alone. They ad- 
mit that had the new Jury Commission law 
been in force the Commissioners would not 
have dared to steal the county’s funds, as 
they would have been liable to grand jury in- 
vestigation at every term without their having 
power to prevent it by packing the jury, 
as they could de under the existing 
law. They edmit that when at last 
an investigation was made into the 
doings of the Board of Commissioners 
under what may be called a technicality of 
the, law, and some of the plunderers were 
discovered, it was only by extraordinary 
»recautions that the packing of the petty 
juries by the agents of the criminals and 
the criminals themselves was partly 
prevented. They admit that the precau- 
tions were only partly successful, the pun- 
ishment of some of the rascals having beeu 
but partial, while others escaped scot-free, 
it being necessary to use them as agents in 
preventing the wholesale packing of juries 
by their co-conspirators and fellow-bood- 
lers. They admit all this and they are free to 
say that the possibilities for jury-packing, 
either through the election of some corrupt 
men as County Commissioners or the appoint- 
ment of a stupid, corrupt, or weak jury 
clerk, are really as great now as they have 
ever been.

Chicago is in much the same vosition as an 
heir whose estate has-been put in the hands 
of trustees so that he cannot spend more than 
his income or get near the brink of bank- 
ruptcy. It must be conceded at the outset 
that the city cannot go into the gas business 
as an investor, We see no objection; how- 
ever, to its entering into a contract for a long 
term of years with a company formed 
for the purpose of constructing gas- 
works and laying pipes, under which 
it could have the use of a gas 
plant adequate to the supply of the entire 
city with gas for both illuminating and heat- 
ing purposes, the city agreeing to pay a 
fixed rent on the cost of the plant, This 
would be borrowing the use of private capi- 
tal from parties willing to furnish relief 
from the extortion of the Gas Trust without 
either the risk of loss or the hope of extraor- 
dinary profits. It would take some legal 
figuring to cipher out the mode of operation, 
but that could hardly be avery hard nut to 
crack, 

Quite likely the days of illuminating gas 
are numbered .and that it will not be many 
years before the cost of electrielty will be 
brought down so low that its use will be a 
matter of economy, but gas for fuel seems to 
be only in the mcipiency of its use, With a 
plant provided with all the necessary ma- 
chinery and pipes gas suitable for combus- 
tion could be furnished in Chicago for 25 
cents per 1,000, and that would bring it 
within the reach of even those to whom ex- 
penseis the only question. The city should 
not embark in the gas business at all without 
planning to meet the entire demand, and that 
not through one systen, but through two, 
operated in harmony. These two uses and 
kinds of gas sustain to each other much the 
same relation that hard and soft coal do. It 
would take several millions of dollars to carry 
out this idea, but there is plenty ef private 
capital in the city availabie, provided only 
the investors were satisfied that the coupons, 
or rentes, as the French say, would be paid as 
due.

‘MAKE war FOR THE PHOWOGRAPH. 
The industrious Edison has found time to 


the to a few 
pone rs hae ok 4 5 4 Ns. the 


most prominently used instruments for the 
communication of facts and ideas, It is 
claimed to have been developed into an abso- 
lutely trustworthy automatic amanuensis, 
free from the lapses of attention that beset 
the human writer from dictation, never grow- 
ing weary, and always at command, with no 
other liability to error than that which has 
been said to be an inevitable accompaniment 
or attribute of all created things. Except 
the imperfections.arising from occasional 
flaws in the recording sheet the machine is 
to furnish an accurate record of all commit- 
ted to it, and free from bias on the part of 
the recorder. 

It is a cruel thing on the part of Edison to 
revive this invention after having allowed it 
to remain dormant for so long. The ten years 
that have elapsed since the telephone and 
the phonograph were first placed before the 
public have witnessed the expenditure of 
large sums of money and the display of a vast 
amount of inventive ingenuity which are 
now threatend with relegation into obscurity 
by the latest effort of the Wizard of Menlo 
Park. The introduction of the machine type- 
writer dates back scarcely so far, but that in- 
strument is now used oy tens of thousands 
of operators, and the several varieties of ma- 
chine already before the public are about to 
be supplemented by a couple of new ones, in- 
cluding one by the inventor of the Reming- 
ton. The writing of shorthand dates much 
further back, but its extensive use in other 
places than the law court and the lecture- 
room is a feature of the last decade, and only 
within the last few weeks has the world wit- 
nessed its first congress of shorthand writers. 
Just as these two lines of effort have come 
to the front, demonstrating their value as 
popular institutions, they are threatened with 
supersedure if not extinction. Vanished is 
now the necessity for a display of tae ability 
to write at the rate of 250 words per minute a 
lot of curious marks which few besides the 
writer can read, and of which even he may 
not always be sure after. the lapse of a 
few days. The phonograph can now be 
set to work in the court or lecture 
room, made to drink in the eléquéence of the 
orator, the- inspiration of the preacher, or 
the legal wisdom of the Judge. It can be 
depended on in each case to record and re- 
produce with unfailing accuracy all that is 
said, while the dictator of letters or articles 
for correspondents or the public may rely 
upon a faithful record being made of his 
utterances for reproduction to the ear in- 
stead of the eye. The manipulator of the 
typewriter may survive the shorthand ex- 
pert as that one of the two which can be 
least easily dispensed with, but even he, or 
she, must soon go the way of all flesh.“ 
making way for that which is more useful 
if not more beautiful and enduring. 

In this as in all other cases the fittest will 
survive. The invéntions of one age crowd 
to the wall or render obsolete those of a for- 
mer generation, and they in turn make way 
for other productsiof the human brain and 
fingers aided by the power of the already ex- 
isting machinery which owes its usefulness 
to the same origin. Several methods of re- 
cording the expressions of human thought 
have had in turn to give place to others, in 
much the same Way as the pack mule has dis- 
appeared from the suecessive improvements 
in transportation that have culnunated in the 
locomotive of today. Both that and the 
phonograph may at some time in the future 
be discarded to make room for other still 
better machines, and be preserved only as 
specimens of steps in the march of progress 
perhaps less than fifty years in the future.

Au PROPELLER VERNON SUNK IN 
LAKE MICHIGAN, 


ghe Foundered Off Manitowoc During 
Yesterday's Terrible Gale—Her Crew of 
Twenty-two Men and Several Passen- 
gers Got Onto Life Raftse—A Fearful 
Sea Was Running and All Hands Are 
Believed to Have Perished—A Passing 
Steamer Unable to Render Assistance. 

Mriwavkzez, Wis., Oct. 9. [Special.]—The 


senger propeller in Lake Michigan off Man- 
itowoc. The wreck is that of the propeller 
Vernon of the Northern Michigan Line. 
Bhe was due here today, and from 
the description of fragments seen by 
the crew of the Superior her owners here 
consider her identity fully established. She 
dad on board a crew of twenty-two men, 
besides some passengers, the exact number 
not being known, and it is supposed that all 
bands perished. Capt. Moran of the Su- 
perior saw the crew on four rafts, and 
also a small boat containing a woman 
and three men. Though he made an 
effort to save them, the high sea prevented 
bim from rendering any assistance, the 
Superior nerself being disabled. 
P. J. Klein, agent of sha Northern Michi- | 
gan Line, after hearing the account of the 
disaster as reported by Capt. Moran, felt as 
sured that it was the Vernon. He did not 
know what passengers were on board and of 
the crew could only give the following names 
out of a crew of twenty-two men:

REPORTING THE LOSS. 


The Steamship Superior Brought the News 
: to Milwaukee. 

Mnwarxrz, Wis., Oct. 29.—[Special.]— 
The passenger propeller Vernon was wrecked 
in the terrible gale that swept Lake Michi- 

and her entire crew of 
‘twenty-two persons and the passengers, 
number unknown, are supposed to have 
been lost. It involves à greater loss of life 


eff Charlevoix,drowning twenty-four persons. 
A wost singular coincidence is that the Ver- 
non was the vessel which took the piace of 
the Champlain in the Northern Michigan 
Line and had only been on the line since Aug. 
1. She was one of the finest furnished 
passenger boats on the lakes and had a val- 
nation of $78,000. 

Capt. Moran of the steamship Superior, 
which arrived here at 8:30 o’clock tonight, 
brought the first news of the wreck. ‘To 
pass one man on a raft appealing for our 
belp, another dying from exposure, and a 
small boat in whicn we could see one woman 
aud three men, one of the latter hailing with 
u coat stuck up on his oar, all being tossed 
about in a terrible sea without our be- 
ing able to render them any assistance— 
was heartrending in the extreme,” said 
Capt. Moran. We were also fighting for 
our lives, our steamer having become dis- 
abled in ne sea. With the exception of the | 
cooks, our entire crew of sixteen men. even 
to the engineer, were down below,“ some of 
them steering the vessel with a 
temporary tackle which we had rigged 
up, while the others were trying to 
repair the break. Our tiller had become ais- 
connected from the rudder post, leaving us 
at the mercy of the seas, until we managed 
to rig up a temporary tackle. With this we 
managed to keep our vessel out of the trough 
of the seas and keep her before the 
gale. It was three hours before we had made 
repairs so that we could handle ourselves, 
and then we were out of sight of the ship- 
wrecked men. 

„The cooks on deck were the first to call 
our attention to the wreckage. It was about 
W o'clock this morning, when off Two 
Rivers, some miles out in Lake Michi- 
gun, that we passed through some 
lumber. Five miles further on we 
passed a lot of barrels, and then encoun- 
fered wreckake for some distance. Among 
it was furniture and bed clothing, besides 
Uute-preservers here and there. One cook 
said he counted thirteen life-preservers, and 
« xnow that it must have been a passenger 
dun to carry so many. We passed so near 
me of the life-preservers that they 
‘Might have been picked up had the cooks 
ed a pike-pole. I was only on deck part of 
de time and no others of the crew came up, 
‘a6 they bad all they could do where they 
were. 

Wen about six miles east north- 
fest of Manitowoc, the cook who had 
deen keeping a lookout called me

SAW THE WRECK. 


What the Crew of a Schooner Witnessed 
Coming Up the Lake. 

Mitwavuxeg, Wis., Oct. 29.—[Special.]— 
“We fell in with the wreckage about six 
miles east northeast of Two Rivers Point 
about half-past 11 o’clock this morning,“ said 
Capt. Williams of the Joseph Paige, which 
arrived here at 9 o’clock tonight, “‘ and it took 


It was evidently the wreckage of a passen- 
ger vessel. First we encountered what we 
made out to be bundles of barrel-staves. Then 
we came upon floating barrels. They looked 
to me like flour or apple barrels. The next 
mass of wreckage comprised furniture, mat- 
tresses and similar furnishings. One of the 
men said be saw a corpse float by, but I did 
not see it myself. Next we encountered a 
part of a pilot-house, and there was a man 
on it. He was off our port quarter about half 
a mile, and was clinging to the pilot-house. 
He seemed to be getting along fairly well 
under the circumstances. 

“ The sea was running so high that it lifted 
our boat from the davits. Had we discov- 
ered the man on top of the pilot-house before 
we got abreast we might have picked 
him up, but we saw him too late 
and it was impossible to turn 
back in the terrible gale of wind that 
was blowing. We sighted a propeller some 
miles up the lake and headed for her, hoping 
to report the wreck to her and that she 
might lend assistance. We found, however, 
that she was bound up the lake and must 
have passed the wreckage, but may have 
been too far out to see it.” 

Among the wreckage which Capt. Moran 
of the Superior saw were two brackets, 
about two by three feet, with scrollwork, 
and painted an old-gold color. Recognizing 
those as similar to the ones car- 
ried by the Vernon only, furnished 
marine men here with the first clew of the 

ntity of the vessel. This, in connection 
ith the fact that the vessel was due 
here yesterday and did not arrive, 
more fully confirms the identity. Then 
the identity of the cargo, such as staves, 
barreled apples, and such, as seen by Capt. 
Williams of the Paige and confirmed by the 
Milwaukee agent of the line as having been 
part of the Vernon’s cargo, leaves no room 
fordoubt. The Vernon was fully insured. 


HISTORY OF THE VERNON. 


Built in Chicago at a Cost of $78,000 and 
Owned by A. Booth & Co. 

The Vernon was owned by A. Booth & 
Sons of Chicago. She was built here a year 
ago last summer by J. P. Smithat a cost of 
$78,000 and measured 560 tons. She was a 
passenger-boat and was designed torun be- 
tween Chicago and Manistique. A mistake 
was made in her model, and when she was 
launched it was discovered that the dra‘t of 
water without cargo was 80 great 
that she was unfitted for the route. 
When ready for sea her owners sent her 
to Lake Superior and she was employed last 
fall between Port Arthur and Duluth. This 
year she was chartered for the season to 
tow two ore schooners between Lake Su- 
perior porte and Cleveland, but in June she 
ran her consorts on the rocks in the Sault 
and the contract was canceled. The own- 
ers of the barges libeled the Vernon for dam- 
ages and she was sold at auction at Detroit 
by order of the court, her owners 
becoming the purchasers. About this 
time the prop Champlain of the 
Northern Michigan Line was burned to the 
water’s edge, and the Vernon was chartered 
to replace her. The Vernon has since been 
running in the passenger and general mer- 
chandise trade between Chicago and Cheboy- 
gan, and at the time of the disaster 


the suburbs, further particulars concerning 
the steamer could not be obtained last night. 
Most of her crew lived in Chicago and Mil- 
waukee. Capt. Thorpe, formerly master of 
the prop Lawrence, was in command, and 
Capt. John Sullivan, a brother-iv-law of 
Capt. John Prindiville and recently an 
applicant for the position of Unit- 
ed States Steamboat Inspector for 
this district, was her mate. If the Vernon 
foundered in the gale and no one is left to 
tell the story of the disaster there will be 
many who will attribute her loss to overload- 
ing. Without cargo she was a deeper draft 
vessel than any on the lakes, and it was im- 
possible to load her with profit to her owners 
without making her unseaworthy. In order 
to obtain great speed her builder sacrificed 
buoyancy and stability, and every experi- 
enced vessel-man who saw the Vernon after 
she was launched predicted that she would 
sooner or later meet with disaster.

restful picture, expressing the peacefulness 
of the great church with success, and as an 
example of the painting of polished and varie- 
gated marble it would be hard to find its su- 
perior. This generous gift is in the line of 
the numerous gifts in New York this year, 
and is perhaps the forerunner of many simi- 
lar ones from other persons. 

Mr. Nickerson has for many years joined 
quietly in the support of every important art 
movement in the city. His nameis always 
near the head of the subscription hst, his 
pictures have been loaned freely for pubiic 
hib. ion, and his private ry is thrown 
open from time to time to the art school and 
is always open to picture-lovers. He is one 
of the builders of the new Art Institute 
Building and a member of the Board of 
Trustees.

A DANCING WHIRLWIND IN BLACK 
TIGHTS. 


The Most Remarkable Female Gymnast in 
the World—How She Kicked Herself

THE NEW JURY COMMISSION Law. 


Judge Hawes Speaks in Its Favor Before 
Third Ward Bepublicans, 

At a meeting of the Third Ward Republic- 
an Club last night Judge Kirk Hawes deliv- 
ered an address on the question of the new 
Jury Commission law. Among other things 


he said: . 

After an experience of seven years on the com- 
mon law bench, constantly engaged in the trial 
of cases with a jury, I think I am justified in say- 
ing that our present system of selecting jurors is, 
to say the least, an imperfect one. Not aterm of 
court has passed during the last seven years that 
there has not been from five to twenty jurors dis- 
charged from the number of those summoned be- 
cause they did not meet the requirements of the 
statutes, while at least one-quarter of those that 
remained were not well qualified for the position, 
and would never have been chosen by the iiti- 

nts on either side had they been free to make 
eir own selections. The result can’t well be 
otherwise since the names found in the jury-box 
from which the jurors are drawn are, 
as a rule, co from a poll-list, no 
effort being made to ascertain whether they 
the necessary statutory qualifications. 
for our grand jurors, it is well known that 
many of them frequently are very inferior men, 
and have frequently been selected for the pur- 
pose of paying off old political debts, or to fur- 
nish the juror something to do. It is probable 
that these evils, and others that might be men- 
tioned, will in a great measure be overcome if 
this new Jury act shall become a law. This act 
provides among other things for the appoint- 
ment of three Commissioners, whose duty it 
shall be to make a list of all persons possess- 
ing the necessary legal qualifications for ju 
duty,” to be known as the jury list, from whic 
the jurors required shall from timeto time be 
taken in the manner provided by the act. These 
Commissioners will be held to a strict account 
for the character of the men selected.

de from all legal exceptions, of fair 
character, of approved integrity, of sound 
— me and who understand 
glis There are at least 350000 
voters in this county fit for jury duty; 
ber of jurors required in all of our State courts 
during the year does not probably exceed 5,000, 
and as a man who has once erved cannot again 
be called upon under ths act “untilall the 
others on said jury list have served.“ it is mani- 
fest that if the act is adopted and iaithfully exe- 
cuted no citizen will be called upon oftener than 
once in eight or ten years to serve as a juror. 

Under our present statute it is not necessary 

the grand juror shall be either a freeholder 
or a householder, or indeed have any 
known babitation. Under the new act no 
man is qualified two terve as 4 grand 
juror who is not both a “freeholder and 
« householder resid with his family.” 
While it may and probably will be necessary for 
the Commissioners to obtain the assistance of 
two or three men in each of the wards for a few 
days to — . up the jury list, this work can 
all de done ifi week at most, which, at the rate 
of $1.50 per day, will not be a very serious burden, 
hardly equal to the unnecessary expense now in- 
by the summoning of disqualified and the 
using of incompetent jurors at one term of court. 
The objection that the Jury Commission will be 
turned into a great political machine to be used 
in keeping the Democratic party in power is too 
8 to require refutation. It the act is 
opted it can easily de amended if found im- 
pe ect. If it is rejected by @ vote of the people 
t will be dificult, judging from the opposition it 
met with from country members on its passage, 
to secure the passage of another.

She Is Charged with Enticing Little 
Blanche Bonville, the Daughter of Re- 
spectable Chicago Parents, Away from 
Home to Become an Inmate of Mike 
Leahy’s Vile Den at Marinette, Wis.—

A State warrant was sworn out yesterday 
in the Armory Police Court against Mrs.

TO STOLBERG’S CASTLE,

Behind them was 
a four-horse coach with outriders. In a mo- 
ment both carriages were before the door 
and Prince William had sprung out, throw- 
ing his cloak to a servant who stood near, 
while Count Stolberg helped the Kaiser 
alight.

ROUSING MEETING IN LAKE VIEW. 


Enthusiastic Speeches Favoring Annexa- 
tion—Petty Conduct of the Officials. 

A rousing annexation meeting was held 
last. night in Lincoln Turner-Hall, corner 
Sheffield and Diversey avenue, Lake View. 
The hall was filled and the assem- 
biage was very enthusiastic, every ref- 
erence to annexation being roundly 
cheered. The audience was a representa) 
tive one, being intelligent and listening 
attentively to the various arguments ad- 
vanced in tavor of annexation, although it 
was evident the matter had already been 80 
thoroughly discussed that the auditors were 
conversant with all the arguments that could 
be brought forwurd on either side. 

The meeting was calied to order by Zero 
Marx, who saia the figures in regard to taxa- 
tion in Chi and Lake View had often 
been disputed, but that they were correct, and 
speakers had been invited to prove their 
correctness. He then introduced James 
Hayden, who set forth the advantages of an- 
nexation. He said he had lived in Chicago 
twenty-four years and in Lake View four 

ears. Last year he was against annexation 

ut now he thought the best interests of 
property-Lolders would be served by it. He 
compared the difference between the two 
sides of Fullerton avenue, showing the ad- 
vantage of the Chicago side over that of 
Lake View, and then settled down to discuss 
the question of taxation. He said the idea 
that Chicago wanted to get Lake View 
in to saddie partof its expenses on her was 
absurd, for there were buildings in Chicago 
that would sell for as much as the whole tax- 
able valuation of Lake View. The lowest 
estimate places the valuation of assessable 
property at $158,000,000, and yet there were 
ple who would assert that Chicago wanted 
o View because of its paltry little $3,000,- 
- It was known that for every dollar 
Chicago got in this way she would have to 
spend two. Chicago’s reason was pride in 
the city and its growth. Ejghty-five per 
ceut of the population of Lake View did 
businessin Chicago and got their living there, 
and there was where they rightfully be- 
longed. He referred to the little town-hall 
and designated it as a boodlers“ nest. He 
said that his taxes, general and special, for 
the last four years had amounted to $1,800, or 
5\¢ per cent per annum of the total purchase 
rice and improvements, He reveaied the 
e inwardness of the Lake View asphalt 
pavement job, and said there was more dan- 
ger to the citizens to be apprehended from 
the Lake View special assessments than 
from all the boodleism in Cook County. All 
the money being spent on improvements 
at present was beingj wasted. The 
sewers were being laid in dry sand without 
any cement under them, and one engineer 
said the grade was too low, and another that 
it was too high.

PROBABILITY. THAT THE WRIT OF 
ERROR WILL BE REfSUSED. 

The General Opinion in Washingten Is that 

the Supreme Court Will Not Interfere— 

A Rumor that Jay Gould Goes Abroad 

Through Fear of the Anarchists, Who 

Have Written Him Many Threatening 

Letters—Prince Krapotkinn’s Letter In- 
dorsed by Most. 

WasHineron, D. C., Oct. 29.—[Special.|—

IS JAY GOULD FRIGHTENED? 


A Report that He Goes Abroad to Avoid 
Anarchist Vengeance, 

New Lonk, Oct. 28.— An evening paper 
prints a story in which it connects the de- 
perture of Jay Gould for Europe with the ap- 
proaching execution of the Chicago An- 
archists. The story says that the Anarchist 
leaders “fixed upon Gould as the man who 
by his bold and liberal use of his enormous 
money power could stay the hand of justice, 
and prevent what they look upon as the 
slaughter of the martyrs. Absurd as this 
notion is they have not hesitated to act upon 
it boldly. At first Gould was approached in 
a neutral rather than a threatening manner. 
The reliance of the Anarchistic brotherhood 
upon his great power and upon his exercise 
of it in their behalf om set forth in 
mysterious communications which he re- 
ceived, sometimes by mail and sometimes by 
the hands of furtive messengers in the street. 
Astime passed on and the cases of the con- 
demned seven became more desperate, the 
anonymous messages became sharper in tone 
and of a distinctly threatening character. 
After this change of attitude the mails alone 
were used for their transmission, none of the

PRINCE KRAPOTKINE’S LETTER. 


Herr Most and Editor Shevitch Indorse It 
and Reiterate Threats of Vengeance. 
New York, Oct. . — [Special. The publi- 
cation of Prince Krapotkine’s letter upon the 
Chicago Anarchists has greatly interested 
the Anarchigts and Socialists here. Herr 
Most was particularly elated. He hurried at 
once to send his Russian friend “an An- 
archistic salute” by wire. Returning 
from this errand the Freiheit editor proceed- 
ed to air his views upon the subject. 
“The two leading items in Anarchistic 
news this morning,” he said, were the 
Krapotkine letter and the argument before 
the Supreme Court at Washington. Com- 
paring the pleading of the forensic quartet 
for the defense with the lucid presentation 
of the case by Prince Krapotkine it strikes 
me that the latter stands superior as a keen 
logician and judicial debater. I hope our 
distinguished comrade will come to this 
country very soon, and should this execution 
be carned out Nov. 11 we will need him all 
the more.

Also, I shall prepare and place on the 
table a petition to the Governor stating in brief 
the reasons which I shall offer in the sermon, 
and praying for a change of penalty, to be signed 
by as many of you as conscientiously muy do so. 
Lask and trust that you will take special pains 
to be present next Sunday. and invite others, if 
you feel inclined, to consider this solemn ques- 
tion. Sincerely your triend and minister, 

JAMES VILA BLAKE. 

Mr. Blake was seen in his study yesterday 
afternoon and asked if he would state his 
reasons for Gubernatorial clemency.

Paris, Oct. 29.— The American Anarchists 
asked a number of members of the Chamber 
of Deputies to petition the Governor of 
Illinois in favor of the Chicago Anarchists. 
The Extreme Left met today and resolved to 
send the foilowing to the Governor: 

In the name of humanity. and in the name of 
the connection between the two great Republics, 
the Paris Deputies, advocating the abolition of 
political death, ask for the lives of the seven 
men condemned to death at Chicago. 

New York, Oct. 20.—A meeting held under 
the auspices of the Knights of Labor took 
place tonight in Union Square to protest 
against the hanging of the condemned Chi- 
cago Anarchists. Not more than 2,000 people 
were present. Inspector Williams command- 
ed the police force of 150 in the square, and 
kept them as much as possible out of sight. 
Resolutions were passed calling upon the 
courts to immediately release the condemned 
men, and providing for the appointment of a 
committee to proceed to. IIlinois and wait 
upon Gov. Oglesby if the Supreme Court 
fails to grant a stay.

And 
allow me to suggest that it makes no difference 
what the condemned men say or do not say. 
They need not sign the petition nor ask any one 
to do so; the convict or the ple, or both, may 
under the law petition for clemency.

“ Why," it eontinues, “ well clad r should 
she not follow in the furrew?’ Tn tell you, my 
fashion-plate friend, or, better, I'll give you a lit 
tle illustration from personal experience why she 
should not, or, if she will, showhow it may be 
very rough on hor. 

Ihave “followedin the furrow" myself and 
have helped to raise the already high rate of mor- 
tality of the people in the position. I have died 
right in the furrow several times. That is, I have 
laid down in the furrow and tried to die as hard 
as I could. 

I remember once partieulerly when I was about 
16 years old and was following in the furrow 
over by Johns' woods with the colts. I was go- 
ing along all right when suddenly the plow 
banadle rose up and hit me somewhere in the re- 
gion of the stomach, or, to speak in medical 
phrase, about on the third vest button, and then 
I laid Gown on the moist, cold earth and silently 
prayed for death. At the end of five minutes I had 
strength enough to roll and kick and fill the air 
with a cloud of dirt and how! Icud enough te scare 
the colts so they ran away to the other side of the 
field where they laid down and braided their legs 
all up with a barbed-wire fenee.

When he comes back 
from town Sunday night wearing a new red and 
blue Mackinaw suit, and begins te crook his 
elbows, and walk around the yard with his chin 
out, loeking for something to fight, the 
woman farmer will have to go off and 
hire some male farmer to come and pound 
the man all over the place and get him down 
ready for the week's work. Till 4 woman can 
lick the hired man and spear the bogus patent- 
right sharp with a pitchfork at twenty paces she 
has no business on a farm. 

There are doubtless other objections to the 
woman on the farm, but I trust in these few lines 
I have at least shown that the successful 
woman farmer does not so much require to be an 
accomplished musician and a skiliful amateur 
artist as that she shall be able to hold an unruly 
plow down in the ground when it tries to buck, 
and have the faculty of chasing a tramp out of 
the hen-house and down across the pasture, and 
of hitting him with an iron pump-handle as he 
gets over the fence,

called Ali Hallowe'en, is the vigil of Hallow- 
mas, or All Saints’ Day. 

Very early in Christian history we find a 
day set apart for commemoration of depart- 
ed saints and martyrs. In the Latin church 
the institution is historically connected with 
the dedication to Christian purposes of the 
Pantheon, or Rotunda, at Rome. This was 
originally done on the 13th day of May, and 
the Pantheon in its new dedication was 
dedicated “in honor of St. Mary, Mother 
of God, and all the martyrs and confessors.”’ 
The Latin church had another festival on the 
Ist of November, dedicated in honor of all 
the holy ones.” During the Papacy of Greg- 
ory IV. the two festivals were united into 
one, and Nov. 1 was specially chosen because 
it was in the time of leisure, after harvest, 
when men’s hearts are disposed to thankful- 
ness to the Giver of all good.“ The festival, 
as thus established, was in honor of all the 
holy ones, and of the martyrs and confess- 
ors.” From this time All Saints’ Day be- 
came one of the great festivals ef the church, 
and its observance general throughout Eu- 
rope. 

All the greater festivals had their appro- 
priate vigil, and there was one connected with 
All Saints’ Day from the beginning. 
All Saints’ Day, being in honor of 
all the holy ones,“ was called Hallowmaa, 
and its vigil naturally took the name of 
Halloweven, or Hallowe’en. The fact that 
the day of which this was the vigil was dedi- 
cated to all the departed saints led to the 
common superstition that on that evening 
all those saints came out of their graves in 
order to take partin the services to their 
honor. Hence it was a night set apart fora 
universal walking abroad of spirits, both of 
the visible and invisible world. 

The first and most essential part of the 
commemoration of Hallowe’en consisted in 
the lighting by each household of a bonfire 
at nightfall. This points back toan old cus- 
tom of both the Germanic nations 
(from whom our Saxon forefathers came) 


and the Celtic nations (from whom 
the native British were descended. In the 


” first there was the Johannisfeur,”’ and with 


the others “Sambhtheine’’—both of which 
were held upon the eve of Nov. 1. The ce 
monies of divination were always of the 
simplest kind—such as could be used by the 
common peopleeverywhere. The implements 
were nuts and apples and other common 
things; and in the North of England the eve 
is known as Nutcrack Night. 

The best picture of the festival that we 
have is furnished by Burns in his poem,

SCIENTIFIC BRE VITIES. 


Interesting Facts Gleaned from the Fields 
of Universal Kaowledge. 
[Prepared for The Chicago Tribune.] 

It is stated that the consumption of tea in 
the United States is on the decrease. In 1883-84 
the tea imported into the United States from 
China amounted to 30,500,000 pounds, and 


from Japan 32,500,000 pounds. More recent- 
ly a large amount of tea from India has 
found its way to this market, and possesses qual- 
ities which compare not unfavorably with the 
other brands. A remarkable fact is that during 
the last four years the consumption of tea in this 
country is on the decrease, while the consump- 
tion of coffee is on the increase. In 188 our im- 
portation of tea was ———— of 82,000,000 pounds 
and of coffee 455,000, pounds. The per capita 
consumption of those two commodities in the 
United States as compared with England is: 
The United States—Tea, 1.16 — coffee, 9.50 
1 —— Great Britain Tea, 4.62 pounds; coffee, 

89 pounds. 

Mr. William P. Mason of Rensselaer Poly- 
tecnic Institute, Troy, N. T., gives the result of 
his analyses of bones in the Ch l News, and 
concludes that the increased brittleness of bone 
with advancing years is not due, as common) 
supposed, to the increased deposition of mine 
matters, but rather to the peculiar changes of 
structure bone undergoes.

It is 
probable that the disease will not escape the 
cordon of preventive measures thrown 
around it, as past experience has served the 
health officers well, and they are prepared to 
cope with the insidious malady undeterred 
by the cowardice which once prevented bold 
attacks. They are also aided by the discov- 
cries of medical men who in this day can 
give those suffering from an attack of cholera 


stances rescues them from what was once 
considered certain death. Even in the 
severest cases, where the patient has been 
neglected until he has reached the last stages 
of collapse, the doctors claim that by intel- 
ligent treatment from 5 to 20 per cent of 
those attacked can be brought back to health. 

In the present instance, as in ali others, the 
cholera is brought into this country from the 
East. In no case has the disease been car- 
ried eastward across the PacificOcean. This 


greatest volume westward from Hindostan, 
where the cholera always originates, through 


to America. Of course, the disease moves 
eastward from its source into China, but 
until within a comparatively recent period 
the intercourse between that section of the 
globe and this country has been slight. The 
constantly increasing commerce of the 
United States with China and Japan will, 
however, sooner or later, serve to bring the 
pestilence from those Empires to Cahfornia. 
The history of the disease dates back to be- 
fore the time of Christ. Hippocrates, 400 B. 
C., speaks of the introduction of cholera into 
Greece at that time. Otner ancient writers 
ve evidence of the prevalence of the plague 
n their times. The scourge always origi- 
nates in Asia, or, to be more particular, in 
that partof the British possessions in that 
continent known as India or Hindostan, the 
banks of the sacred River Ganges being its 
native habitat. Hindostan is the great cen- 
tral peninsula of Southern Asia, and it teems 
with a native population of almost incredibie 
numbers. Of these natives the British cen- 
sus reports say about 140,000,000, 
or more than 7 per cent of the 
entire population, embrace the Hindoo 
religion or B ism. These Brahmans 
hold every year at Hurdwar (“Gate of Vish- 
nu,” or “Gate of the Ganges) their 
Ax festivals. The town is compara- 
tively a smali one, but at the spring equinox 
the largest fair in India is held there. This 
is attendea annually by from 200,000 to 300,000 
persons. More assemble there every third 
pew still more every sixth and ninth years; 
fuily 8,000,000 assembie every twelfth 
year; and a vaster number eyery sixtieth 
year. It is when these herds of people gath- 
er, ignorant of all hygienic laws, that the 
cholera breaks out despite the precautions 
taken by the authorities, and the streams of 
returning pilgrims carry the disease in every 
direction to their homes. At the at

In 1826, however, the cholera traveled over- 
land from Hurd war by the t northwest 
caravan route to Bokhewe, thease to Oren- 
burg, m Prussia; also westward to Herat 
and Teheran, thence across the Caspian Sea 
to Astrakhan, in Russia. From Orenburg 
the disease progressed west to Moscow over- 
land; and from Astrakhan it went up the 
River Vo to the same point—the two 
streams uniting there. From Moscow the dis- 
ease was carried to Riga, on the Baltic, and 
by English vessels from that point to New- 
castie. Russian troops also took the disease 
to Warsaw, where it was conveyed due west 
to Berlin, thence-+to Hamburg, and finally to 
London. After the pestilence had 
with fury in the British islands 
it was carried by Irish emigrant ships to 

ue in the spri of 1882. From there 

e up the St. Lawrence, 
through the great lakes to Buffalo, Detroit,and 
—— A to Chicago. July 10, 1832, the steamer 
Sheldon Thompson arrived off Chicago from 
Buffalo with Gen. Scott, his staff, and four 
companies of troops on board. The boat also 
had the Asiatic scourge on board. Two days 
later the was virtually depopulated, as 
the ple fled from their homes to avoid the 
contagion. Gen. Scott would make no ad- 
vance on the Indians, and Fort Dearborn was 
a hospital. July 18 the steamer William Penn 
arrived with another detachment of cholera- 
stricken soldiers. During the ten days suc- 
ceeding Gem Scott's arrival 100 dead soldiers 
were buried in a common grave—dead from 
the choiera. About July 20 Gen. Scott moved 
such of his troops as were able to travel to a 
camp on the Desplaines, where Riverside 
now stands, and, after a rest of ten days, 
they started after the Indians. From Chica- 
go the cholera was distributed to the forts 
and settlements in the Northwest, and was 
especially severe in its ravages at Prairie du 
Chien, is., and Rock Island, III. From 
these points the pestilence was taken down 
the Mississippi River to New Orleans. 

The next great twelve-yearly epidemio 
started in lower Bengal in 1841, advanced up 
the Persian Gulf, thence to Trebizond on the 
Biack Sea, to Constantinople, up the Danube 
to Germany and Holland, and then to En- 
gland. Toward the close of the year 1848 
some German emigrants left Havre on the 
ship Swanton and garried the disease to 
New Orleans. From that city the Missis- 
sippi River steamers served as the means by 
which the cholera was carried northward to 
St. Louis and Cincinnati. From St. Louis it 
was carried by the great army of goldseek- 
ers across the plains to San Francisco. April 
29, 1849, the disease made its appearance 
in Chicago, having been brought up 
the Illinois River and the Illinois 
& Michigan Canal. The__ pestilence 
prevailed as an epidemic from July 2 until
